CHICAGO. June 26.—Deluges of 
rain and whipping winds that reach­ 
ed near-tornado force ended the rec­ 
ord heat wave, responsible for 14 
deaths in the Chicago area, but left 
a path of damage today in sections 
of upper Illinois and northwestern 
India na. 
A twister uprooted trees and dam ­ 
aged small buildings over a 12-mile 
path late last night in the vicinity 
of Beaerille and 
Mart inton. 
111 ., 
spending its force as it crossed into 
Indiana. No injuries were reported. 
The winds tore down power lines 
and trees and damaged crops in I n ­ 
diana. 
The storm plunged Boswell and 
Oxford Ind., into darkness for sev­ 
eral hours before power lines could 
be repaired 
.Three inches of rain 
deluged the Freeport. 111., area. 
The gale tore down trees and light 
wires a t Peoria, darkening sections 
of the citv for nearly an hour. 
The full force of the storm miss­ 
ed Chicago, which was cooled 
oy 
northerly wind that broke a two-day 
heat wave that pushed the mercury 
io the 97-degree m ark here and ac­ 
counted for 25 deaths in the central 
states. 


Little Marilyn Shiever. aged 6. 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Paul A 
Shiever, of 2 2 5 Park avenue, is in 
a critical condition in the Jameson 
Memorial hospital, suffering from 
a fractured skull and other injuries, 
received when she was struck by the 
automobile of Miss Dorothy Abbott, 
at the intersection of Sumner ave­ 
nue and Albert street, Friday after­ 
noon at 3:25 o’clock. 
According to Miss Abbott, she was 
driving north in Albert street at 
Sum ner avenue when a small boy 
ran across Albert street. 
She a p ­ 
plied the brakes to the automobile 
and says she was proceeding n o rth ­ 
ward at a rate of approximately 10 
miles an hour when the little girl, 
later found to be Marilyn Shiever. 
came from between parked cars. 
She was within two feet of the 
bumper according to Miss Abbott, 
was struck and knocked down. She 
was hurried to the hospital. 
The accident was investigated by 
cruiser car operator Harry Flinner.

I ITT1 L-\O TICEL> Uw passed l\v the recent session of the 
legislature and just signed by G overnor Earle should prove 


an effective accident preventive. 
It provide^ for the construction along dangerous portions 
(if state highways of sidewalks at least five inches above the 
surface of the road. 
Funds for the construction will be taken 
from the m otor license fund. 
I he State Highwaj D epartm ent 
will decide what stretches require skirting pathways. 
Lack of sidewalks along much-traveled roads has been one 
of the main causes of m otor accidents. Time after time pedes­ 
trians having n<> place to walk but in the path of vehicles have 
been struck bv cars. 
Giving them sidewalks takes them out of 
danger and is helpful to walkers and motorists both. 
An line of paved walks along many highways of the state 
unquestionably would lessen traffic fatalities, 


DR. DODDS ON “STATISM” 
Speaking at 
the com m encem ent exercises ar 
Phillips 
Andover 
Academy. Dr. H arold W. Dodds, president of Princeton University, as- 
f a lied the m odern tren d tow ard “statism ' as m arking the placing of ex­ 
cessive reliance upon social control through governm ent. 
“Unless checked.“ he declared, “the spirit of statism leads inevit­ 
ably to the dem and by governing authorities for greater an d greater 
power. 
W hile professing dem ocracy, it tends to au th o ritarian ism and to 
forgetfulness of the fact th at power is self-corroding, no m a tte r how- 
h igh-m inded of pure its motives m ay be “ 
“S tatism " is indeed a m enace to dem ocratic institutions, w hether 
in America or in any part of the world. 
It breeds autocracy and bu reau ­ 
cratic over-em phasis upon th e im portance of governm ent in the every­ 
day affairs of men. 


SCHOOLING FOR VOTERS? 
As thousands of other graduates are reaching for diplomas this 
June. 30 young m en and women are com pleting a n in e-m o n th ’interne- 
ship" in federal governm ent under auspices of the N ational In stitu te of 
Public Affairs. 
T he course included practical work in 30 federal agencies,^ plus 
classroom study when desired. 
S tudents were selected by nation-w ide 
com petition on a basis of leadership, interest in governm ent and schol­ 


arship. 
Here m ight be an idea for citizens who find them selves som e­ 
w hat bewildered by the 1937 version of Am erican self-rule. 
If they are 
w ondering ju st w hat is under the hood of our current governm ental c a r 
of state, a n m e -m o n th course m ight bring them up to date. 
T here is 
only one hazard. 
If everyone understood the governm ent, we m ight 
become a whole nation of b rain -tru ste rs. 


WAR COSTS STAGGERING 
C areful com putation indicates th a t A m erican participation in the 
W orld War. d atin g from April 6. 1917, until the Armistice was signed. 
November 11, 1918, has thus far cost the United S tates approxim ately 
$60.000.000.000. 
The cost in Am erican lives was 50.475 soldiers and sailors 
Wiled in action or dead of wounds and disease, an o th er 234.000 were 


wounded. 
From th e beginning of Am erican participation in ’he conflict 
to the signing of the treaty of peace July 2, 1921, this country paid out 
$26,250.000.000 for w'ar purposes. 
Between the signing of th e treaty of 
peace and the 6th of April. 1937, an o th er $34.048.000,000 has been added 
to our cost of the war. 
Included in this total a re the post-w ar loans m ade to the Allies, 
am ounting to $12.000.000.000. 
To this m ust be added the interest paid 
on our billions, of debt, together w ith benefits th a t have been paid to 
veterans and their dependents. 


NOTABLE GIFT TO MANKIND 
D onation to Yale University oi $10,000.000 for cancer research not 
only indi< ates great h u m a n ita ria n zeal on the part of S tarling W. Childs, 
the ph ilan th ro p ist, but fu rth e r attests th at this dread affliction which 
for 5000 lecorded years has baffled m ankind is still far from conquered. 
Scores of institutions and societies and th o u san d s of individuals are 
devoting their tim e to the search for a cause of cancer; until th a t is 
isolated, no cure can be certified, although if early sym ptom s are reported 
in tim e rad io -th e rap y or X -ray s can often check development. 
T he A m erican Society for the Control of C ancer considers ed u ca­ 
tion of the public in reporting possible cancer sym ptoms “ the most 
vital fa c to r“ in reducing the can cer m ortality rate du rin g th e past tw en ­ 
ty-five years. 
But the elusive cure is still sought; scientists must go on 
experim enting dav after dav; they must have equipm ent, instrum ents, 
m aterial, w hite mice and other anim als for tests, and all t.rial-and- 
error m ethods m ust extend oyer a long time. 
Such requires money. 
Hence, the Childs donation, to a great u n i­ 
versity accustom ed to m ajor achievem ents and to rem edial enterprises to 
alleviate h u m a n ills, is im portant. 
Any new- light throw n on this m ys­ 
terious disease by the m en working under this new foundation will more 
th a n justify the gift as an investm ent in hum anity.

“he is the most logical person to 
hear from in an investigation per­ 
taining to postal matters.” Bridges 
is supported in this contention by 
Senators Bailey <D> of North Car­ 
olina; Ellender 
of Louisiana, 
and Holt tD > of West Virginia. 
Bridges will carry the controversy 
to the committee on Monday and 
ask for a show-down vote. He said: 
"It is a very peculiar coincidence 
that Senator McKellar has asked 
the investigation be concluded just 
as we approach Farley.

gious abortion. This disease is com­ 
mon throughout Pennsylvania and is 
spreading except in those individual 
herds and areas where a definite 
program for control and eradication 
has been adopted. 
The disease is caused by a definite 
germ known as bacillus abortus. The 
germ usually is acquired or intro­ 
duced into the herd through the 
purchase of a diseased animal or 


j through dry cows and young stock 
| that run m pasture with cattle of 
: other owners. 
It may be acquired 
i in various other ways,

Common symptoms are: the pre­ 
m ature birth of a calf, breeding dif- 
ficulties, and sterility. 
Any or all 
of these symptoms may appear in 
the case of individual animals. Oc­ 
casionally an animal may be a car­ 
rier and spreader of the disease and 
yet show no symptoms at all. This 
fact emphasizes the importance and 
lvalue of the blood test, which re- 
| veals the presence of the disease 
whether symptoms appear or not. 
Losses are through reduced milk 
; production, dead calves, and a lower 
: sale value of every anim al in the 
I herd. 
Often the milk flow of an 
I aborting cow is reduced one-half or 
I more from her normal yield. 
In 
the case of a cow normally yielding 
10,000 pounds of milk, the loss might 
be 5.000 pounds of milk for the lac­ 
tation following 
an abortion. 
At 
$2.00 per hundred, the loss would 
amount to $100 for one case and 
would be increased according to the 
number of abortions in the herd. 
Dairymen

COVER CROPS HELP TO REDUCE 
EROSION LOSS 
Severe sheet and gully washing 
may be expected on fields which 
grow cultivated crops in summer, 
particularly if these fields are left 
bare in winter. 
A cover crop reduces erosion loss- 
j es. 
It also prevents leaching out 
of considerable soluble plant food 
| and adds organic m atter to the soil 
when plowed down. 
W here a second cultivated crop 
j follows the first, such as corn a iter 
¡corn, a cover crop is especially de­ 
sirable. 
Corn 
after 
corn 
washes 
much worse than corn after sod. 
because of lack of fibrous roots to 
bind the soil. 
By systematic use of 
cover crops and fertilizer, corn or 
potatoes have been grown continu­ 
ously 
for 
several years, although 
such a practice is not advisable. 
In clean-cultivated orchards ero­ 
sion losses are especially severe and 
annoying and, unless cover crops 
are grown to help to m aintain or­ 
ganic m atter, the soil condition soon 
brings serious trouble. 
In truck or 
market garden farming where one 
or more cash crops are grown on 
each acre every year and where it 
is hard to supply manure, the sys­ 
tem atic use of cover and green m an ­ 
ure crops becomes essential. 
One reason why cover crops have 
not been more successful or more 
generally adopted is because of u n ­ 
certainty as to the best crop 
to 
sow’ under certain conditions and 
how to sow it. Information on these 
needs can be obtained from the Ag­ 
ricultural Extension Office, No. 206, 
Post Office Bldg..

good keeping qualities must be free 
from sediment, be low in bacteria, be 
cooled promptly, and be kept below 
60 degrees Fahrenheit.

To prevent sediment: 
The stable and cows must

| clean. 
The flanks, bellies 
and

should be kept clipped and just be­ 
fore milking, carefully washed and 
dried. 
The milker m ust be clean and 
must milk in a cleanly manner. 
To control bacteria: 
Utensils must be sterile and free 
from rust spots. 
All seams and joints must 
be 
smooth and even. 
To cleanse and sterilize utensils: 
<1) Rinse 
in 
luke-warm 
water 
after using. 
(2) Wash in a hot water solution 
of washing powder, using a fiber 
brush. 
<3) Rin.se thoroughly after wash­ 
ing. 
-4) Sterilize with steam, boiling 
water or chlorine compound solu­ 
tion. 
(5) Keep in a clean, dry place. 
Temperature : 
Cool promptly and rapidly, using 
ice 
or 
mechanical 
refrigeration. 
Hold milk below 60 degrees F ah ren ­ 
heit until delivered.

CHILDREN WANT TO BE COM­ 
FORTABLY DRESSED 
If small children seem to become 
distressingly peevish in hot weather,

Toddlers can practically 
live in inexpensive little sun suits 
on sunny days and bright play suits 
in rainy weather when a sun suit 
does not offer enough protection 
against cold and dampness, 
says

An ample supply of these gar­ 
ments may be bought oi mat*», at 
small cost. 
If they are made at 
home, sunfast. 
tubfast, sanforized 
shrunk fabrics may be bought for 
about 30 cents a yard. 
It takes 
about one-half yard of material, two 
zippers and six buttons, to make a 
sun suit which opens out flat like 
a handkerchief when it is to be 
washed and ironed. 
Some 
mothers 
make 
very 
cool 
suits for their toddlers out of mesh 
dish cloths th a t may be purchased 
at the ten-cent stores. It takes two 
cloths to make a sun suit. 
Lay one 
cloth on top of the other and stitch 
them together about three inches 
above the point of one corner. This 
makes a c om fort able crotch seam. 
The extra flaps may be 
turned 
back 
and 
stitched 
down 
flat to 
serve as a reinforcement. 
Open the cloths and place them 
between the legs of the child so j 
that the crotch seam will be in po­ 
sition. 
Now measure up the front 
to get the correct length and turn

the 
top corner which will 
| serve as a facing for the top front 
of the sun suit. 
The other dish cloth will form the I 
pantie-back and be cut accordingly. 
Fhis edge may be finished with a 
band, small binding or elastic. Rib­ 
bon or tape straps attached to the 
corners ot the front facing, crossed 
across the child’s back and sewed, 
buttoned or tied to the pantie-back 
will keep the sun suit in position.
